Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6-1 7 and 34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or make obvious the device of claims 1 or 34, including wherein the 
plurality of electrodes comprises two or more pairs of electrodes or wherein each of the 
plurality of electrodes is held in direct contact with the rear surface of the resistor body, 
the prior art does not disclose or make obvious the method of claims 8, 12, or 13, 
including the steps of producing a resistor aggregate shaped into a bar, the resistor 
aggregate made of a metal and having a rear face provided with a multiplicity of 
electrodes, the multiplicity of electrodes being formed by plating and arranged at 
intervals in a longitudinal direction of the resistor aggregate, regions between the 
multiplicity of electrodes on the rear face are covered with a first insulation layer, the 
resistor aggregate having a pair of side surfaces covered with a second insulation layer; 
and dividing the resistor aggregate into a plurality of chip resistors by cutting the resistor 
aggregate at a plurality of location in the longitudinal direction of the resistor aggregate.
